Joplin  Junior  College  enters  its  nineteenth 
term  with  students  and  faculty  making  new 
acquaintances  and  visiting  with  old  friends. 
Since  it  was  founded  in  1937,  the  College  has 
been  accredited  by  the  North  Central  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools*, 
by  the  University  of  Missouri,  and  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

The  objectives  of  the  school  are  to  provide 
an  Arts  and  Science  curriculum  for  those 
expecting  to  continue  in  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities;  to  provide  semi-professional  curricu- 
lums  that  will  enable  the  graduate  to  enter 
fields  bordering  on  the  professional  or  tech¬ 
nical  work  that  does  not  require  graduation 
from  professional  schools;  to  provide  as  many 
terminal,  vocational  curriculums  as  possible;  to 
meet  the  needs  of  a  large  number  of  students 
who  may  not  wish  to,  or  cannot,  give  more 
than  two  years  further  preparation  for  their 
life’s  work;  and  to  provide  opportunity  for 
individuals  not  interested  in  college  degrees, 
to  enrich  their  cultural  backgrounds  and  to 
improve  and  advance  themselves  vocationally.
